fl respect and submission, The importance 
-< coming before God in this spirit is great, 
therefore it is so often impressed upon us 
ip the Word of God. 

.We find that Job, too, had to be taught 
the same lesson. “Then Job answered the 
lord, and said: Behold, I am vile; what 
‘@hall I answer Thee? I will lay my hand 

pon my mouth,” 

As you hear Job discussing with his 

riends you would think he was one of the 
sioliest men who ever lived. He was eyes 
to the blind and feet to the lame; he fed 
the hungry and clothed the naked. What 
_@’ wonderfully good man he was! It was 
all I, I, I. At last God said to him, “‘Gird 
up your loins like a man, and I will put 
a few questions to you.”’ The moment that 
(iod revealed Himself, Job changed his lan- 
guage. He saw his own vileness and God’s 
roroy: He sald, “I have heard of Thee 

y the hearing~ of the ear, but now mine 
eve seeth Thee; wherefore I abhor myself, 
and repent in dust and ashes.”’ 

The second element is confession, 

Another element in true prayer is con- 
fession. I do not want Christian friends 
to think that I am talking to the unsaved. 
{ think we, as Christians, have a good many 
sins to confess. 

If you go back to the Scripture records, 
you will find that the men who lived. near- 
est to God, and had most power with Him, 
were those who confessed their sins and 
failures. Daniel, as we have seen, con- 
fessed his sins and those of his people. Yet 
here is nothing recorded against Daniel. 

e€ was one of the best men then on the

face of the earth, yet was his confession 
of sin one of the deepest and most humble 
on fecord. Brooks, referring to Daniel's 
confiession, says: ‘‘In these words you have 
BeVe circumstances that Daniel useth in 
conf¢ssing of his and the people’s sins; and 
heighten and aggravate them. First, 
have sinned;’ secondly, ‘We have com- 
mifted iniquity;’ gate: ‘We have done 
witkedly;’ fourthly, ‘We have rebelled 
agiainst Thee;’ fiftlhy, ‘We have departed 
ffyom Thy precepts;’ sixthly, ‘We have not 
hMhearkened unto Thy gervants;’ seventhly, 

‘Nor our princes, nor all the people of the 
land.’ These seven agegravations which 
Daniel reckons up in his confession are 
worthy our most serious consideration.” 

ob was no doubt a holy man, a mighty 
prince, yet he had to fall in the dust and 
cGnfess his sins. So you will find it all 
through the Scriptures, When Isaiah saw 
the purity and holiness of God, he beheld 
himself in his true light, and exclaimed, 

*"W oe is me, for I am undone, because I am 
@ man of unclean lips!’’ 

\I firmly believe that the Church of God 
will have to confess to her own sins, before 
there can be any great work of grace. There 
must be a deeper work among God's be- 
lieving people. I sometimes think it is 
about time to give up preaching to the un- 
podly, and preach to those who profess to 

e Christians. If we had a higher standard 
eof life in the Church of God, there would 
be thousands more flocking into the King- 
dom. So it was in the past: when God's 
believing children turned away from their 
gins and their idols, the fear of God fell 
upon the people round about. Take up the 
history of Israel, and you will find that 
when they put away their strange gods, 
4iod visited the nation, and there came a 
mighty work of grace. 

What we want in these “days is a true 
end deep revival in the Church of God.

God is going to reach the masses by a 
cold and formal church, The judgment of 
f;0d must begin with us. You notice that 
When Daniel got that wonderful answer 
to prayer recorded in the ninth chapter, 
he was confessing his sin. That is one of

first Psalm. A friend of mine told me some 
pete ago that he repeated this prayer as 
8 own every week.

fold.”” A short speech; but how the words 
have come ringing down through the ages! 
By making that remark he confessed his 
sin—that he had been dishonest. Besides 
that, he showed that he knew the require- 
ments of the law of Moses, If a man had 
taken what did not belong to him, he was 
not only to return it, but to multiply it by 
four. I think that men in this dispensation 
ought to be fully as honest as men under 
the law. I am getting so tired and sick of 
your mere sentimentalism, that does not 
straightenoutaman’slife. Wemay sing our 
hymns and psalms, and offer prayers, but 
they will be an abomination to God, unless 
we are willing to be thoroughly straightfor- 
ward in our daily life. Nathing will give 
Christianity such a hold upon the world as 
to have God's believing people begin to act 
in this way. Zaccheus had probably more 
influence in Jericho after he had made res- 
titution than any other man in it. 
Finney, in his lectures to professing 
Christians, says: ‘One reason for the re- 
quirement, ‘Be not conformed to this 
world,’ is the immense, salutary and in- 
stantaneous influence it would have, if 
everybody would do business on the prin- 
ciples of the Gospel. Turn. the-tables over 
and let Christians do busifieéss one year on 
Gospel principles. It would shake the 
world. It would ring louder than thunder. 
Let the ungodly see professing Christians 
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The next thing I would mention as an 
element of prayer is Thanksgiving. We 
ought to be more thankful for what we 
get from God. Perhaps some of you moth- 
ers have a child in your family who is con- 
stantly complaining—never thankful. You 
know that there is not much pleasure in 
doing anything for a child like that. If you 
meet with a beggar who is always grum- 
bling and never seems to be thankful for 
what you give, you very soon shut the door 
in his face altogether. Ingratitude is about 
the hardest thing we have to meet with. 

The next thing is perhaps the most dif- 
ficult of all to deal with—Forgiveness. I 
believe this is keeping more people from 
having power with God than any other 
thing—they are not willing to cultivate 
the spirit of forgiveness. If we allow the 
root of bitterness to spring up in our 
hearts against some one our prayer will 
not be answered. It may not be an easy 
thing to live in sweet-fellowship with all 
those with whom we come in contact, but 
that is what the grace of God is given 
to us for. 

Another thing: We cannot really pray for 
God’s kingdom to come until we are in it. 
If we should pray for the coming of God’s 
kingdom while we are rebelling against 
Him, we are only seeking for our own con- 
demnation. No unrenewed man “really 
wants God's will to be done on the earth. 
You might write over the door of every 
unsaved man’s house, and over his place 
of business, *“‘God’s will is not done here.’’ 

If the nations were really to put up this 
prayer, all their armies could be discharged. 
They tell us there are some 12,000,000 men 
in the standing armies of Europe alone. 
But men do not want God’s will done on 
earth as it is done in heaven; that is the 
trouble. 

Now, let us come to the part I want to 
dwell upon: “Forgive us our trespasses, as 
we forgive them that trespass against us.”’ 
This is the only part of the prayer thar 
Christ explained. 

“For if ye forgive men their trespasses, 
your heavenly Father will also forgive you; 
but if you forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive your tres- 
passes,”’ 
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The next thing we need to have, if we 
would get our prayers answered, is—Unity. 
If we do not love one another we certainly 
shall not have much power with God in 
Prayer. One of the saddest things in the 
present day is the division in God’s Church. 
You notice that when the power of God 
came upon the early church, it was when 
they were all of one accord. I1 beliéve the 
biessing of Pentecost never would have been 
given but for that spirit of unity. If they 
had been divided and quarreling among 
themselves, do you think the Holy Ghost 
would have come, and those thousands been 
converted? I have noticed in our work 
that if we have gone to a town where three 
churches were united in it, we have had 
greater blessing than if only one church 
was in sympathy. And if there have been 
twelve churches united, the blessing has 
multiplied fourfold; it has always been in 
proportion to the spirit of unity that has 
been manifested. Where there are bicker- 
ings and divisions, and where the spirit of 
unity is absent, there is very little blessing 
and praise. 

Another element is Faith. It is as im- 
portant for us to know how to pray as it is 
to know how to work. We are not told that 
Jesus ever taught His desciples how to 
preach, but He taught them how to pray. 
He wanted them to have power with God; 
then he knew they would have power with 
man. In James we read: “If any of you 
lack wisdom, let him ask of God .. . 
and it shall be given him; but let him ask 
in faith, nothing wavering.’’ So faith is 
the golden key that unlocks the treasures 
of heaven... It was the shield-that David 
took when he met Goliath on the field; he 
believed that God was going to deliver the 
Philistine into his hands. Some one has 
said that faith could lead Christ about any- 
where; wherever He found it He honored 
it. Unbellef sees something in God’s 
hand, and says: “I cannot get it.” Faith 
sees it, and says: “I willhaveit.” — 

The next element in prayer that I notice 
is petition. How often we go to prayer-

in every bargain consulting the good of 
the person they are trading with—seeking 
not their own wealth, but every man an- 
other’s wealth—living above the world— 
setting no value on the world any further 
than it would be the means of glorifying 
God: what do you think would be the 
effect? It would cover the world with 
confusion of face and overwhelm them 
with conviction of sin.’’ 

I remember preaching in an Eastern city, 
and a fine-looking man came up to me at 
the close.

I 
told him that was a delusion of Satan, that 
he could not expect to prosper on stolen 
money; that he should restore all he had, 
and go and ask his employers to have 
mercy upon him, and forgive him. “But 
they will put me in prison,” he said.

might wash away or cut down the usual 
‘brutal Republican majorities.”’ 

The Republicans became frightened at the 
prospects of the Republican vote that 
threatened to leave Ziegenhein for Meri- 
wether, and early in the day had workers 
standing on the outside of the polls in every 
precinct in these South Side wards to per- 
suade the German laboring man not to vote 
for Meriwether. 

In his own ward, the Ninth, Ziegenhein 
appeared in the role of a persuader himself 


|}and made appeals to a number of German 


laboring men to vote for him. 


Sterling P. Bond sat in. his down-town 
law office and heard reports all day. At 
noon he said: 

“TIT have received reports from Wards l, 6, 
9 12. 15, 17, 19, 20, 3 and 28. Meriwether is 
running well in those wards, I think he will 
carry the Sixth, Twelfth, Nineteenth, Fif- 
teenth and Seventeenth, and he will break 
even with Harrison in the Twentieth. 

“T figure that 90,000 votes will be polled and 
that Ziegenhein will not get over 40,000. 
Meriwether ought to get a larger share of 
the remaining 50,000. If he doesn’t he will 
have a surprise, anyway. He will get more 
votes than Harrison.”’ 

The Republican ‘and Democratic head- 
quarters were abandoned during the day, 
and not a soul was to be found either at 
the Garfield rooms or at the Masonic Tem- 

le. All committeemen of both parties were 

usily at work in their respective wards. 

A dozen or so laboring men and two lady 
typewriters were found in the Meriwether 
headquarters. They claimed that Meri- 
wether would keep Harrison from winning 
even if he could not be elected himself. 

At noon the Republican leaders still 
Claimed that Ziegenhein would \have 15,000 
plurality and some said majority. The con- 
servatives, however, sald he would not have 
over 10,000 plurality. 

The Harrison leaders believed they were 
making a fight that might possibly land 
Harrison a winner against great odds.

“ier it was evident that the German and 
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Bohemian vote which predominates in the 
|ward would be divided between the three 
candidates. From sentiments expressed 
around the pollimg places, it was evident 
that there was a strong Meriwether senti- 
ment in the Seventh and that many who 
would otherwise have voted for Ziegenhein 
were supporting the young candidate. 

The Democratic voters of the ward were 
unmistakably for Harrison and were out In 
force. Meriwether’s strength apparently lay 
entirely in his accessions from the Ziegen- 
hein forces. The heaviest vote was cast 
in Precinct 9, where 156 voted during the 
first two hours. In the Fifth and Seventh 
Wards the vote was much lighter than at 
the fall election. The vote was heavier in 
the Twenty-first and Twenty-third Wards, 
in which both Democratic candidates 
crowded Ziegenhein closely. 

No disturbances were reported in the 
South End wards during the morning. 


In the West End wards the voting was 
done early and quietly. In most of the pre- 
cincts there was a slight falling off in the 
number of ballots cast as compared with 
last fall’s election. 

By 9 o’clock there was probably more bal- 
lots cast in the Twenty-elghth Ward than 
any other ward in the city. The other siik- 
stocking wards, like the Twentieth and 
Twenty-second, were noticeably heavy as 
compared to down-town wards. 

There are two reasons for this. Voters 
in the West End have time to vote before 
going to work. They get breakfast, read 
the paper, stroll over to the polls and then 
go down town. Then there is also an 
ominous significance in this early voting to 
the Republican candidate for Mayor. Zieg- 
enhein is not popular in these wards. He 
is being heavily scratched and the in- 
terest taken by silk stocking Republicans 
in defeating him is partly responsible for 
the large early vote. 

One of the banner precincts of the Twen- 
ty-eighth Ward was the Eighth, at 3908 
West Belle place.

This sum 
is more than any Illinois Legislator re. 
ceived under the old law, even when the 
session ran to the middle of June. This 
year it will not run to the Ist of June, 
and for the special session which will 
doubtless meet next fall or next year, 
members will receive $5 per diem in ad- 
dition,

“It is just the other way in Chicago," sald 
Mr. Moody, commenting on the situation in 
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his own views into the pulpit. It is too one- 
sided. He cannot be replied to. It is proper 
for a preacher to have his own views on 
such matters, and to make them known 
when asked for them. As for a preacher 
identifying himself with politics, I believe 
that a preacher is not so much a reformer 
as he is a herald of peace and bearer of 
good tidings. Of course, there are excep- 
tions. Some men can do these things. I 
cunnot. 

“Tl express my views when I am asked 
for them. I am for gold, but I regarded 
Mr. Bryan with the highest admiration, and 
have a high esteem for him personally. I 
was violently berated by a man in Chicago, 
who voted for McKinley, and was indignant 
because prosperity had not arrived. He told 
me-he understood before the election that 
I was going to vote for McKinley. He 
thought I must be right, so’ he voted for 
him. He declared that I had led him astray. 

“Impatience is a characteristic of Ameri- 
cans. Mr. McKinley has been in the White 
House hardly thirty days, and yet there 
is clamor because prosperity has not come. 
The country was several years getting to 
the present condition of trade. It is reason- 
able to sappose that the improvement will 
require some time.’’ 

“Do you think prosperity is returning 

“Yes, and no. he saddest thing I have 
seen in my trips is the few people on the 
railroads. Americans are travelers. They 
are not traveling now because they have 
no money. 

“I used to think that Chicago was the 
greatest city in the world. I was burnt 
out there and commenced traveling. Then 
I learned that I was mistaken.”’ 


Mr. Moody is thoroughly orthodox. His 
views‘on the theory that the situation in 
Greece is the approach to the culmination 
of the prophecies indicate this, also what he 
had to say about the Rey.

There are essentially lit- 
eralists. They cannot accept the miracles. 
I think Dr. Abbott is trying to explain the 
scriptures in such a way as to enable them 
to be accepted by these persons.” 

“What is your explanation of the lack 
of modern miracles?” 

“I beleive that miracles occur now. I re- 
gard the case of Valentine Burke as noth- 
ing less than a miracle. He was 40 years 
old. He had spent twenty years of his life 
in the prisons and jails. He was depraved, 
degraded and debauched. While in jail in 
1879 in St. Louis he read one of the ser- 
mons reported in the newspapers and was 
converted. He was given a position as a 
deputy sheriff, and remained in spite of 
changes in administration. Shortly before 
his death, in July, 1895, he visited me in 
Chicago, to thank me for my sermon.” 

In regard to spiritualism, Mr. Moody was 
rather reticent. What he had to say is 
summed up in the passage he quoted, “By 
their fruits ye shall know them.” 

From St. Louis Mr. Moody will go to 
Chicago, and then to his home in North- 
field, Mass.

ILLINOIS GENERAL ASSEMBLY A 
‘SLOW-MOVING BODY. 


IN SESSION THREE MONTHS. 


———— 


During Which Time Fifteen Bills Have 
Been Passed at a Cost of Three 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIBLD, IIl., April 6.—The Illinois 
State Legislature has been in session a little 
over three months and bas broken the rec- 
ord for dilatory tactics’ and a general ab- 
horrence of work. During these three 
months the Assembly has-succeeded in pass- 
ing only fifteen bills. Of this number about 
half are for the appropriation of money to 
be devoted to the expenses of the session. 
Here are the bills so far passed: 

Appropriating $50,000 for the payment of 
employes. 

Appropriating $15,000 for the expenses of 
the Assembly and the care and custody of 
the grounds. 

Appropriating $50,000 for the ordinary and 
contingent expenses of the State Govern- 
ment. 

Appropriating $900 for the delinquent ex- 
penses of the State Roard of Arbitration. 

« Ppropriating $31,000 to be used in furnish- 
ing a memorial hall in the City Library at 
Chicago. 

Appropriating $7,500 for the incidental ex- 
penses of the Fortieth General Assembly. 

Appropriating $60,000 for the payment of 
the employes of the session. 

The casual deficiency bill giving the Gov- 


ernor, Auditor and Treasurer power to 
borrow $250,000. This bill was passed so 
that a loan could be effected to relieve 


the State institutions which were suffering 


for the lack of funds on account of the 
Treasury deficit. 

Senator Morrison's bill increasing the 
pay of judges and clerks of election in 


Cook County from $3 to $% per diem. 

Mr. Craig's bill allowing the Governor to 
appoint a resident trustee of the Eastern 
Illinois Normal at Charleston. 

Providing for an additional 
Circuit Court in Boone County. 

Providing for the election of additional 
constables in Evanston. 

To allow the alternate selection of Alder- 
men in Pekin and Watseka. 

Giving the City Council of Cook County 
power to contract with companies from one 
to five years for the destruction of garbage 
in Cook County. 

Providing for the election of Judge Bren- 
tano’s successor as Superior Judge of the 
Court at Cook County at the June election. 

Providing for the consolidation of the 
Supreme Court districts of Illinois at 
Springfield. 

Gov. Tanner has so far signed every bill 
passed by the Assembly. The cost to ‘the 
State for the three months’ session of the 
Legislature wiil reach, in round numbers, 
about $300,000. The most important meas- 
ure that has been passed is the Supreme 
Court consolidation bill. From indications 
it would seem that the work of the session 
will last until the Ist of June. There is 
talk, however, of an earlier sine die ad- 
journment, but it is hardly probable. The 
members of the Senate are stil] imtroduc- 
ing bills and every day or so a new Dill 
is slipped into the House by unanimous 
consent. The work of the committees has 
not by any means been completed and 
until it is the number of bills on the cal- 
endar will continue to grow. There are 
now on the House calendar for considera- 
tion about 300 bills. Of this number only 
a few are on the order of third reading. 
There are fully 200 billg on second reading, 
and the advancement of these measures 
will be exceedingly slow, as amendments 
are always made on this reading. There 
are nearly a hundred on the order of first 
reading, and taken together with the ava- 
lamche of measures which will be thrown 
on the calendar by the committees it will 
require many days to consider. The Senate 
will begin to send over to the House side 
a quantity of bills from this on. These 
bills are invariably sent to committees be- 
fore they are advanced on the House cal- 
endar. From this it is argued by old-time 
adjournment for two months, 


FEDERAL GRAND-JURY.

CHICAGO, April 6.—The Federal Grand- 
jury for the spring term was sworn in to- 
day. It is composed of substantial city 
business men and farmers from adjacent 
counties, and is an exceptionally strong 
body. Shecial interest attaches to this term 
of court owing to the reports that efforts 
will be made to secure the indictment ofa 
number of officials of various railroads and 
dispatch lines for violation of the inter- 
state commerce law, in cutt.ng rates, giving 
rebates and absorbing switch charges for 
favored shippers. For some time past mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade have been en- 
gaged in accumulating evidence, and it is 
said that some startling discoveries have 
been made. No information on the subject, 
however, can be obtained to-day from the 
District Attorney’s office.

Edhem Pasha holds the 
commanders of the Turkish frontier sta- 
tions responsible for any untoward incident, 
It is noteworthy, however, that large bodies 
of Turkish troops are now moving towards 
the frontier, together with three mountain 
batteries, and that the ridges of Molina 
and Skumpa have been strongly occupied 
by Turkish troops,who will remain on guard 
there until Wednesday. 


ATHENS, April 6—The greatest en- 
“thusiasm was manifested here to-day dur- 
ing the fetes organized to celebrate the an- 
niversary of the declaration in 1821 of the 
independence of Greece from Turkish rule.

MRS. TRUENELL AGAIN. 


Depositions Filed by William Lake 
Regarding the Joplin Mines. 


Depositions were filed Monday afternoon 
on behalf of William Lake of Clinton, Io., 
in his suit for $00 against Mrs. Estelle 


Truenell. The case is ending in Judge 
Fisher’s division of the Circuit Court. 

Mrs. Truenell is the woman who led Dr. 
Kossuth Morgner a merry dance early in 
1896 with her alleged valuable mines in 
Joplin, Mo., and the hypnotic spells she cast 
over the eccentric physician. Lake figured 
as one of Mrs. Truenell’s victims in Morg- 
ner’s story of her duplicity. Lake's story 
was told:in the Post-Dispatch when Morg- 
ner entered his complaint against the wily 
widow. 

Last winter Lake, who is 70 years old, 
filed suit to recover $500 from Mrs. Truenell 
paid her for a lease, which he alleges she 
didn’t own, on a “‘salted’’ zinc mine.in Jop- 
lin. The suit was directed against real 
estate in St. Louis held in the name of 
Mathias Dougherty, an intimate friend of 
Mrs. Truenell, but alleged to belong to her. 

Lake's deposition sets forth that he met 
Mrs. Truenell in Chicago Nov. 1, 1895, hav- 
ing answered her advertisement in a Chica- 
go newspaper. At her solicitation he went 
to Joplin, where she introduced him to one 
J. A. Palmer and to her son, Charles Van 
whom she introduced as her 
nephew. Palmer drove him out to the mine, 
Van Arsdale also drove him there, and 
Mrs. Truenell secured a rig and drove him 
to the place. He was boarding at Mrs. 
Truenell’s, she having sent for him at the 
hotel the night of his arrival in Joplin. 

On their combined representations he paid 
her $500 for the lease, with the understand- 
ing that he would get it back if not satis- 
fied. He was not satisfied, but did not re- 
cover the $500. He found that the mine was 
practically abandoned and that Mrs. True- 
nell had no interest in it anyhow.

QUIET TIME IN THE ELECTION 
COMMISSIONERS’ OFFICE. 


THEY HAD VERY FEW CALLERS. 


So Few Were the Kicks That It Was 
Hard to Realize an Election 
Was in Progress. 


There was but little in appearances around 
the office of the Blection Commissioners 
Tuesday morning to denote that a municipal 
electicn was in progress. So* marked was 
the contrast between the present occasion 
and the election last fall that the Commis- 
sioners and the office force freely comment- 
ed upon ft. Until nearly noon absolute 
quiet prevailed and but few callers dropped 
in. 

Here and there about the City Hall and at 
the entrance to the Commissioners’ office, 
groups of men congregated to talk about 
the election and while opinions were freely 
exchanged as to results and as to the rela- 
tive merits of the several candidates, taken 
in the aggregate, there was only a compar- 
atively small amount of animation injected 
into the discussion. 

The full page display advertisement of 
Czar Ziegenhein, so prominent in some of 
the papers, was the subject of much hu- 
morous comment and at no time was the 
Czar accused of being ultra-modest in the 
booming of his candidacy. 

Not for a long while has any St. Louis 
election been characterized by a more quiet 
beginning. Usually on election days the 
commissioner's office force is kept busy an- 
swering telephone calls, but up to noon 
to-day telephone calls were scarcely more 
frequent than on ordinary occasions. But 
few ‘‘kicks” were registered and the quiet 
manner in which the balloting commenced 
tended to show that all preliminary details 
incumbent upon the ‘ommissioners had 
— faithfully looked after. 

However, as the day proeresees, latent in- 
terest was aroused and the contest became 
more spirited. From some localities there 
came reports of disturbances. One of these 
was in the Fourth Precinct of the Fifteenth 
Ward. 

Information received at the Commission- 
ers’ office was to the effect that a fierce 
wrangle was in progress at the polling place 
at 1420 Franklin between the Democratic 
election judges and the hoodlum negro ele- 
ment. Commissioners Jones and Saunders 
hastily went to the scene and succeeded in 
restoring order. Careful gee by the 
Commissioners disclosed that nobody had 
been barred from vous. 

‘There was practically no disturbance,” 
said Chairman Jones, “although the crowd 
was excited, as men frequently are in po- 
litical contésts, and but for the restraint 
incident to the presence of the police there 
mirht have been trouble.”

John M. Glover went to his polling place 
to vote this morning and made the discovery 
that his name had been stricken off. Some- 
5 of a flurry followed this disclosure, 
and it was finally established as a fact that 
the proper notice had not been sent to Mr. 
Glover. The election judges decided that 
he might cast his vote anyway, although it 
was stated in the Commissioners’ office 
that under such circumstances the judges 
had no right to receive a ballot. 

The Commissioners request that they be 
notified of every instance where voters’ 
names have been stricken off without the 

roper notice having been sent out. The 
aw requires two notices and it now ap- 
pears that this has been violated in sey- 
eral instances. 

“Attention to this detail is the rrr. es- 
sence of the registration law,” om- 
missioner Saunders to @ reporter the 
Post-Dispatch, “and we intend to prose- 
cute in every case of violation. We want 
to hear: from every voter whose name has 
been stricken off without having received

Distinguished Citizens Meet and Ex- 
change Courtesies.

The estate disposed of, though 
not appraised, mounts up into the millions,
